ANOTHER CHANCE TO CREATE 
WORK 

There is to be a conference between 
Hon. R. J. Manion, Dominion Minister of 
Railways, and Sir Henry Thornton, rela- 
tive to the construction of the proposed di- 
rect railway from Peace River to the 
coast. As the C. P. R. is also interested 
in the question, has made surveys of pos- 
sible routes, and is in partnership with the 
National system in the railway lines in 
northern Alberta, it may be assumed that 
Mr, Beatty will also be called into confer- 
ence, 

There is a difference between confer- 
ences and construction, as the people in 
Peace River have good cause to know. But 
there is one consideration to suggest that 
the coming conferenge or conferences may 
lead to construction? People in other parts 
of Canada who are not much concerned 
about the building of the direct outlet are 
very much concerned about finding work 
for thousands of idle men who are wast- 
ing their days loitering around the streets 
of cities and towns. 

There is no other single project in sight 
that would absorb so large a number of 
unskilled and unemployed laborers as the 
building of this long-proposed railway. 
And it is not likely the time will ever come 
when the money with which to build it 
could be obtained at lower rates of in- 
terest. 

This consideration is to be set off 
against the facts that business is dull, peo- 
ple in the dumps, and governments and 
corporations foolishly inclined to adopt a 
policy of inaction. There can hardly be a 
doubt that should the federal Government 
and the railway managements decide to 
proceed with the enterprise, the decision 
would be approved and welcomed through- 
out the country. 


THE OFFER SHOULD BE GENERAL 

The offer of the Dominion Government 
to provide half the money spent by muni- 
cipalities in giving direct relief was in the 
first instance made to the provinces of 
British Columbia and Alberta only. But 
as conditions there are serious in propor- 
tion, it is altogether likely that the same 
or some equal—measure of assistance will 
have to be extended to Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba also. 

While British Columbia accepted the 
offer immediately, it is rather more than 
doubtful that the arrangement could be 
operated in that province and in Alberta 
unless it—or scme equally good arrange- 
ment—-were made with the other two 
western provinces. If by accepting this 
proffered help the municipalities in Bri- 
tish Columbia and Alberta were encour- 
aged to provide direct relief on a more 
generous scale, these communities would 
be simply swajnped with drifters from 
points in Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 

If may even, be suspected that if this 
offer is to be effective, generous as it is, 
it will have to be made available also to 
the eastern provinces, Eastern cities are 
swarming with idle men, and the west- 
bound trains are still running. To the 
man who rides the bumpers it does not 
matter much whether the journey is a 
hundred miles or a thousand, since the 
cost is the sarne, nothing. Alberta and 
British Columbia cannot afford—even with 
this measure of federal assistance — to 
make themselves the land of promise for 
all the unemployed men in Canada. 

Unemployment is a nation-wide con- 
dition, and can only be met by measures 
of nation-wide appiication. If municipali- 
ties are to help deal with the situation in 
any umform way they will have to be 
given the same amount of assistance from 
the Dominion treasury, wherever they may 
be located, and put under the same pres- 
Sure to give relief to their own destitute 
residents. 


It is safe to assume that on one subject 
there is unanimity among the taxpayers 
of Edmonton: the taxes are “plenty.” And 
a similar unanimity may be counted 
on with confidence among the taxpayers 
of every other city in Canada. 

Undoubtedly the impressive propor- 
tions of the tax bills recently sent out, and 
the prevailing conditions, are such as to 
predispose the recipients to vote down any 
proposal that involves an increase in the 
rates. A poorer time to submit a list of 
money bylaws, for building schools or any 
other purpose, could scarcely have been 
found

Submitted in a season of normal busi- 
ness activity and general employment, 
there can be little doubt that the bylaws 
which are to be submitted on Wednesday 
would be approved by substantial majori- 
ties. Such criticism as has been publicly 
offered to them is based less commonly 
upon the ground that the building pro- 
gram is too ambitious than upon the facts 
that taxes are high and the times hard. 

On that point it is in order to note that | 
the passing of the bylaws will not affect 
the taxes of the present year; and that the 
proposed public school building in Glen- 
ora is the only one of the projects that will 
affect taxes next year. The three high 
school buildings are not to be erected until 
next summer, and their influence upon the 
tax bills will not appear until the spring 
of 1933. By which time normal conditions 
will no doubt have returned. 

Another pertinent point is that money 
for such purposes can be borrowed now at 
less interest cost than when business con- 
ditions are good and money in demand. 
Granting that the schools are needed, this 
is the time when it should.be possible to 
build them for the minimum outlay and 
at the lowest interest rate on the borrowed 
money. Future tax bills will therefore 
be smaller if the construction is done while 
the depression exists than if it is deferred 
until interest rates, and perhaps also costs 
of materials, have advanced under the in- 
fluence of better times and keener demand. 


Assuming the expenditure to be 
necessary within the measurably near 
future, upon which the taxpayers have 
to be guided by the judgement of the 
school board and its advisers, the tax- 


payers have a chance to save money and 
lighten their future bills by authorizing 
the work to be done now, rather than com- 
pelling the board to delay action until 
borrowing costs, and perhaps also con- 
struction costs, will be higher than they 
are at present.

For some generations the mission- 
aries of the Christian religion who 
have gone from the West to the East 
have sought to impose the letter as 
well as implant the spirit of Christi- 
anity.

JUNE 22 
H. Rider Haggard born June 22, 
1856. Most grown up people will 


readily admit that there have been} 


few more interesting writers of boys 
stories than Rider Haggard, principally 
because they like them so much them- 
selves. That is where the writer of 
adventure fiction scores over the 
author who devotes himself purely to 
the delectation of the elders. Rider 
Haggard was a barrister who prac- 
tised at his profes.‘ at the same 
time as he was writing “thrillers” for 
a devouring public. Early in life he 
went to Natal with Sir Henry Bulwer 
as his secretary, and after the annex- 
ation of the Transvaal was appointed 
Master of the High Court for the new 
Colony. Haggard may have been 
destined to become an author, but it 
is. an interesting speculation just what 
influence this period of his life played 
in setting direction to his latent liter- 


ary abilities, ‘“Cetewayo and his 
White Neighbors” was his first essay 
| into print, a work of politica! history, 
solid work that he rather preferred. 
He soon learned, however, that this 
did not meet the market, and in the 
same year, 1882, published “Dawn,” 
his first fiction that scored. It was 
not until four years later, however, 
that he won his vogue with “King 
Solomon's Mines." Thirty thousand 
sold in the first year, while thirteen 
competing editions appeared in 
America. “She” followed soon after 
and rivalled the sale of its immedi- 
ate predecessor. Both created a popu- 
larity for his earlier works, bul also 
did far more than that, for they placed 
him among the authors to delight 
posterity as well as the youth and 
age of his own time. For most of us 
they rank among past pleasures, but 
you can always read them again— 
probably most people have.

RELISH 


1% cups solidly packed sliced beets 

% cup prepared horse-radish 

1% cups apple vinegar 

6% cups sugar 

1 bottle pectin 

Cook beets until tender and remove 
skins, Slice beets very thin. Measure 
beets into large kettle, using only 
enough juice to flood level, Add horse- 
radish, sugar and vinegar, Mix. Bring 
to a full rolling boil, Boil hard 2 
minutes, Remove from fire and stir 
in pectin. Then stir and skim by 
turns for just 8 minutes to cool slight- 
ly, to prevent floating.

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Council to Reach Decision on Unemployment 


LOYALISTS’ 
HEAD QUITS 
IN PROTEST 


Takes Step as Protest} 
Against City’s Work 
Plan 


It is anticipated that matters relat- 
ing to unemployment will take up al 
considerable time of the city council 
al its meeting on Monday night. 


The mayor will preset the report 
containing the results of the confer- 
ences with the minister of labor, and 
also the proposals that have been 
made by the premier in regard to the 
share of the cost of looking after the 
transient unemployed | 
| It has to be understood that the 
new proposals in which the city, the 
| province and the federal government 
are concerned, deal with the cost of 
transients’ maintenance alone, The 
previous arrangement of each bearing 
one-third of the cost holds good with 
the other class of unemployed, 

The resignation of Secretary J. B 
Topping was received at the meeting 
of the Unemployed Empire Loyalists’ 
association, held in the Sunnydale 
pavilion on Sunday. The meeting was 
presided over by President Anderson 
It was announced that Mr. Topping 
had resigned his position as secretary 
and his membership in the association 
as a protest against the committee re- 
fusing to endorse his stand that mem- 
bers of the association should refuse 
to go to work for the city in return 
for relief. 


CITY TO GO AHEAD 

Mayor Douglas has received a letter 
from Premier Brownlee upon the ques- 
tion of unemployment relief, which 
will be submitted to council, to- 
gether with other matters in connec- 
tion. with the issue | 

Briefly, the letter states that the 
province will be in a position to make 
a definite statement in regard to its 
position in the course of a few days, 
In the meantime the city should go 
ahead with its plans | 

This will leave the main potnt for 
the city to settle 


BIG QUESTION 

It is whether the city shall under- 
take the responsibility of assuming 
any of the cost of looking after the 
transient unemployed, 

At the present time the city officials , 
report there is a list of over one 
thousand registered single unemployed 
and for the maintenance of these men 
the city is paying one-third of the 
cost with the city and province meet- 
ing the other two-thirds 

Besides these men there is another 
group made up of the men who are 
known to be drifting from city to elty, 
landing where conditions are the most 
favorable, 

These are the men of whom the 
Minister of Labor spoke when in the 
city, and it is on their behalf that he} 
made the Federal government offer of 
paying half the cost of relief. 

The city has persistently disclaim- | 
ed any responsibility on the part of 
looking after these men, and for that 
purpose the registration was carried 
out for the purpose of ascertaining} 
the men who had actually lived in the 
city. 

This task has been cleared up and 
the city is now looking after its own 


TRANSIENTS LEFT 


When the registration was conclud- 
ed there was quite a number of the 
transients left for whom no means of 
maintenance had been provided, and 
the city looked after them for several 
days, 

This relief has been closed and, 
with the exception of the porridge kit-| 
chen, no relief is forthcoming. 

The mayor is of the opinion that a 
number of these men have left the 
city and this idea is corroborated by 
the statements of others who have 
been in touch with the relief work, 

Hence, say the city officials, it has 
become a very serious question wheth- 
er the city shall accept the responsi- 
bility of any part of the cost of re- 
lieving these men, For one thing, 
their number is likely to increase tre- 
mendously just as soon as it is known 
that relief is available and towards 
the fall the numbers are sure to grow 

Unless arrangements are made by 
the federal government for other pro- 
vinces to secure similar contributions 
from the government all the relief 
work will centre in the west. 


Hoadley Will Open

ELECT CANADIAN 

One hundred and fifty Canadians 
one of whom was a Newfoundlander 
“elected a Canadian for the trip,”|

“We could have filled the ship with 
Americans, but we wanted to keep it 
all our own people, because we were 
making the British Trade Exhibition 
one of the specific reasons for our 
visit,” said the visitor.

UNCOMFORTABLE 

In the use of lactic acid, er any of 
the artificially soured milks, it is 
generally believed that baby's appe- 
tite may safely dictate the amounts 
fed. In breast feeding, though there 
is a time limit to the nursing period, 
the baby gets variable amounts at 
each feeding, as his mother will dis- 
cover by weighing before and after a 


nursing. 

But even this flexible rule may be 
outraged when baby takes far more 
food than is either necessary or de- 
sirable.
